The Bupreme Court, after re opening the
Legal Tender question, has postponed the
srgument.  Wa suppose the effect will be
%0 for beneficial, that seltlements will go
on. as formerly, and most everybody be
content Lo receive old debts in greenbacks,
and thank you, too. What a blessing that
Legal Tender Aot has proved to the Soulh-
ern States especially, and to South Carelioa
in particular—we mean to the great mass of
the population, four-fifths of whom were
ruinously in debt at the close of the war,
Public opinion has been divided, and able
men have been divided on the constitution-
al qrestion, hat the State Judges have sas-
tained it almost unanimously, and Bleen
Btate Supreme Covrrte have, with ohly éne
exception,

We are sorry to see the Charleston Cou-
rier expending so much logie and lamenta-
tion on the Legal Tender Act of Congress,
It is, though, not so intended, a Mament that
the people of this State had not bean made
to pay from 25 to 40 per eenl. more on
their old debts due North or dueatkome, In
the name of eommon eence, we #ay— even
granting it is a question of doubt—why
should any friend of the people in this
State assail an act which has been a great
reliel and blessihg!

The oo, Commissioner has deerded,
howerer, (see Record 1870, Junuary 1at,)
that “ bitters and other alaoholie compounds
which are put up and sold as medicines, pnd
which are properly stamped as such under
‘Seliedule €' under the ' Rovenue Law,
should be (reated as medicinks, méd persans
selling the same should nog be; re_tiu,iud tp
pay epecial tax aa liquor dealers.®’ When,
therefore, such bitters and'‘alechilio - eoni-
poundas (and compounds cusisining one filth
spirite nre considered Lo be sueh) are sold
as medicines, they must of ¢ourse be sold in
the eame ma nner nsare “olbier ' meficines,
viz: ppon the preseription of sorgéons and
physicians, The law does not, in this de-
cision, intend to authorize the sale of bi-
ters and other sleoholic eowpunnds withoot
the payment of the tax ss liquor dealers,
except in the ense referred 1o, where they
are sold striotly as medicines.

By giviog this publicity you will proba-
bly do a favor to the npothecaries and mer-
chants of this division, as this office js aware
ol a large nuwber of peisons who are in-
discriminately dealing in such liguors.
